have approved the original park com- 
mission plan. This contemplated a 
memorial portico, surrounded with ter- 
races, gardens and fountains, on the 
eastern bank of the Potomac. 

This was In turn a feature and 
only one feature of a general plan for 
the beautiful and systematic develop- 
ment of Washington racoon men dad by 
such groat artists as Imnlel H. Ituni- 
ham, Charles F. McKlni. Augustus 
Saint Gnudens nnd Frederick Law 
Olmsted. Jr.. who composed the origi- 
nal park commission. Their report 
was presented .Ian. IB, lf*12. and every 
year that has elapsed since then has 
COO Armed the wisdom of their conclu- 
sions.

Frederick A. Kraft, the Socialist 
health c ommissioner of Milwaukee, be 
Hartal that he has discovered that eat 
lug onions and olive oil Is preventive 
of scarlet fever and diphtheria. 

It Is a fact that the districts where 
onions tire largely used have been free 
from these diseases the past year 
When Iki comparative statement lc 
wards of the prevalence « if scarlet fc 
ver and diphtheria was submitted to 
the health commissioner he noticed 
that the wards populated by Italians 
and foreigners were more free from 
the diseases than the American dls 
dicta. The Italian ward did not nare 
a single case of oil her disease, while 
the exclusive Prospect Mill district 
was most generally affected. 

The health commissioner then in 
vesti-ated every family where either 
disease was found. No family where 
a case of either disease was fotin ' 
used onions.

It was aa tbo "pnwle king" that 
Sam Loyd was best known, but be- 
side* being it puzzle maker he was an 
artist of some ability, an Inventor of 
mechanical devices, a writer, a cbeas 
player of great proficiency and a pro- 
found mathematician. Us ability In 
the latter field was at the bottom of 
much of his success as a puzzle 
maker. 

He was born in Philadelphia in 1841 
of an old Quaker family and at the 
age of ten was playing chess with 
aome of the cracks of the country and

perplex his friends. When he was 
twenty-live yours old lie became a 
professional puzzle maker, conducting 
n puzzle department In various now--, 
papers for many years thereafter mid 
spreading Ills fame to the far corners 
of the earth. 

Most Famoua Puzzle*. 

The two most famous puzzles in- 
vented by Sjnin Loyd were "pigs in 
clover" nnd the fifteen puzzle. His 
puzzles were divided Into two general 
classes- namely, tbnse requiring ninn- 
ual dexterity and those requiring 
mental dexterity. Many folks through 
out the world got the pigs Into the 
right pluoe at the expense of their 
nervous systems, but nobody ever 
solved the fifteen puzzle. It had oc- 
curred to Loyd while trying an old 
Hindu puzzle of the magic square. 
Famous mathematicians sought to 
work It out all over the world, but 
their solutions never came right, ac- 
cording to Its author. Mr. Loyd after 
ward said thnt he never made any 
money out of his fifteen block puzzle 
because be was unable to have It 
copyrighted, nor did he out of the 
"pigs In clover." One store alone 
sold 100.000 sets of bis block puzzle 
when. the craze was on. 

The puzzle out of which this Inventor 
of brain twisters made the most mon 
ey was the donkey puzzle, in which 
the object wus to put two Jockeys on 
the backs of two donkeys. This he 
patented and sold in large quantities 
The facility with which bis brain could 
of such a kind as to 
and give half 
the world headaches was shown when 
he turned out the pony puzzle. It Mi 
turned out In response to 11 lief made 
by a governor of Pennsylvania, while 
returning on the same steamer from 
Europe with the puzzle umker in lH*i8.

This and some 
of the others uetted him a great deal 
of money, which he shrewdly invested 
in real estate and in good securities, 
with the result that be amassed a large 
fortune. Shortly after turning out the 
"disappearing Cblnatunu" he weut to 
Europe und Introduced his puzzles to 
the English newspapers. Immediately 
all England started to work over them. 

Hundreds of chess problems were 
turned out by 8am Loyd. whose first 
prize for a muker of these was taken 
when he was eleven years old. lie was 
the author of "Chess Strategy," oue of 
tbe most popular works on the game.

ASPHALT FOR ROADS. 

Will Make Excellent Binding, Saye 
London Engineer. 

Cecil Xuthan. an euglneer of Lon- 
don who gives especial attention to 
roadmaklng. expresses the belief that 
asphalt is destined to take the place 
Of tar as a hinder of macadam roads. 
He delines the "essential desiderata" 
of u satisfactory road as "smooth ap- 
pcaraine aud even surface following 
tbo camber of the road, which must 
be sanitary, dustless, noiseless and 
uonsllppery." Mr. Nathun also stipu 
lntes that tbe Ideal road must not only 
have these qualities, but be reasonable 
in initial cost and above nil In main 
tens nee. 

"Many of the present generutiou will 
remember tbe phriise, 'Electricity Is 
only In Its Infancy.' " says Mr. Xathau. 
"Well, today the road board Is In Its 
infamy, and I have no doubt that It 
will grow Into as flue aud healthy a 
child as electricity did. Like other In 
funis, the road board is Just beginning 
to speak, aud tbe first word that it has 
been taught Is 'tar.' Now, I hope it 
will very soou grow up aud leant 
words of two syllables, such as 'as- 
phalt,' and then lie able to expound 
to road engineers the real mesulng of 
this much misunderstood word. 

"This la the tar age, and us an In 
dlflVreut palliative tar Is serving Its I 
purpose today as a temporary expedl j 
ent. but something much more peruin 1 
than the primitive method* of tar | 
or even tar macadam Is re 
quired for the future, and I maintain I 
that permanency will be obtained only ' 
from tbe adoption as waterproof road 
crust binders, of either Lake Trinidad 
asphalt or t'ubau asphalt, but prefer I 
ably Cuban asphalt, owing to Its hav- 
ing a higher melting point and its abil- 
ity to withstand the rotting effects of 
water."

It was while the excitement over 
the danger to the magazines from red- 
hot shells tired by the Confederates 
April 13 was at its height that Colo- 
nel Wigfall. ex-Cnlted States senator 
from Texas, came Into the fort As a 
cannoneer approached the embrasure 
to lond bis gun he discovered u man 
looking iu from the outside. There 
was a short but lively altercation be- 
tween the •tnntcr and the cannoneer, 
the former pleading that he be taken In 
lest he should be killed by his own 
shot and shell He handed the can 
noueer bis sword, lo which was at- 
tached a white handkerchief. Once 
Inside he asked to be taken before 
Major Anderson. To him he said, 
"For God's sake, major, let this thing 
Btop! There has been enough blood- 
shed already." Anderson replied se- 
riously. There must have been times 
later when the ludicrous side of this 
epiM.de caused blm to smile. Said he 
Then hai been none on my side. and. 
besides, your batteries are still tiring 
on me." 

Wigfall answered. "I'll soon stop 
that." Reaching for the handkerchief 
on his sword, he said to the cannon- 
eer, "Wave It out there!" The cannon- 
eer handed the award to Its owner, 
saying in substance. "Wave It your- 
self." The colonel proposed to wave 
it out of the embrasure, but Ander- 
son told him that would be useless.

white flag on April 11 to demand sur- 
render.

About I o'clock on the morning of the 
12th Cnptnln Chesnut ngaln appeared 
it Sumter and remained there until 
past 3 o'clock, awaiting .Major An- 
ifjtMaVl reply He hnd orders In his 
Docket to the eommnnder of the bat- 
teries on .Inmes Island to o|>en tire In 
eaat Anderson remained llrni In his 
purpose to hold the fort On leaving 
he plac ed In Anderson's hnnd I written 
notice that the hostile guns would open 
In one hour These trips were made 
In an open rowhont. which was pulled 
M< l ort .lohnson and reached there at 
4 o'clock 

From Fort Johnson Captain Ches- 
■Ul started by boat to report to neaure- 
gnnf In Charleston He- was rOWad 
out Into the harbor between Forts 
Johnson and Sumter nnd there lay to 
until the signal shot was seen to burst 
over the target. 

After delivering his report to lloaure- 
ganl the (tiptnln wns again sent In his 
open boat down the harbor, now alive 
with shells from Sumter nnd nil Its nd- 
rtftaflea, Including Fort Moultrie The 
boat reached Morris Island In safety, 
paaa l ng under the guns which were Ur- 
ine vigorously Captain Chesnut's In- 
structions were to learn the condition 
of the southern batteries cxp' Bad to 
Sumter's shots and also thnt of Sum- 
ter. His boat ran out In the harbor 
toward Sumter, and he saw thnt the ■ 
buildings in the fort were on fire. 
About Hint time the tiring from Sumter 
censed, but the tlag wns still waving. 

Captain Chesnut determined to make 
one more demand for the evacuation 
and was preparing to go out in the 
boat when the United Slates Bag sud- 
denly disappeared from the historic 
walls. Word was brought from An- 
fareoa that he would evacuate, and 
the captuln hastened to the ci.y with 
the news. 

The next mission of Cnptnln Ches- 
nut was one of mercy. The quarters 
In Fort Sumter bad been set on fire 
by hot shot from Moultrie, and tbe 
condition of Its magazine was not 
known to those outside. It was sup- 
posed that there must be some wound- 
ed needing . are. A fire engine and 
its company were landed on board a 
steamer, and with h surgeon and his 
staff of assistants ihe relief pnrty hur 
rled to the burning fort On nearlng 
the wharf the steamer was warned 
away by an oSce* In tbe fort, who 
stated thnt It was in danger of blow- 
ing up nt any moment from the mines 
placed beneath the wall at that point 
as a means of defense. 

Captain Chesnut entered the fort 
through an embrasure and offered the 
services of his firemen and surgeons 
to Major Anderson. Only one man 
hnd been wounded, and the Are had 
burned Itself out. Tbe lower maga- 
zine was under the burning ruins, but 
was deemed safe. The upper one had 
been emptied by casting the powder 
barrels into the sen

MEN the llrst gun was flred 
at Kort Sumter on the morn 
Ing of April 12. Mffti many 
of the men In the fort stood 
on the pnrapets or about .he parade 
and watched the course of the mortar 
shell, which owe slowly In the air 
until Its momentum was exhausted, 
then dropped toward the target. Oth- 
er shells were llred. and these 
watched In mm Though they 
known to be the signals of a tight that 
was aboui to open, tbe end of whleh 
no man could foresee, the usual roll 
call of the soldiers took place on the 
open parade ground just the same. 

Redhot Cannon Balls. 

There Is 110 doubt whatever about 
the Confederates tiring redhot shot 
into I'ort Sumter for the purpose of 
Melting any lui!:imniable material there 
on lire The Confederates so state 
themselves and the otllcers In Kort 
Sumter would Ml have made the state- 
ment had II been other than true. The 
tire In the barracks gradually swept 
around toward Ihe magazine, barrels 
filled with powder were rolled out un- 
del lire, and Ihe already hot door was 
closed All the blankets of the soldiers 
and everything else that could serve 
the purpose had already been wet and 
laid ovet the loaded shells, which were 
pieced near the guns. It was decided 
to throe the uncovered powder over- 
board This was done, but the tide 

area low, so the powder barrels roe tad 
on the rlprappinfl In front of the em- 
brasure WMre they were cast out. The 
Confederates promptly turned their 
guns upon this pile of powder, causing 
an explosion which blew the gun at 

II inbrasure out of position. There 

w:is still a possibility that enough pow- 
dor had sifted through the cartridge 

bags which hail 1 11 carried about the 

day before to lead the lire Into the 
powder chamber Realizing this dan- 
ger, Anderson called his men about 
him on the parade and directed that a 
shot be fired from the fort at the ene- 
my every five minutes, nddlng inci- 
dentally that there was some danger 
of the magazine exploding. Some of 
the men dug a trench In front of the 
door of the magazine and kept It tilled 
with water during the rest of the bat- 
tle.
